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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-28, 43-54, 60, and 67-69, drawn to an apparatus of medical 
device, classified in class 606, subclass 108. 

II. Claims 29-37, drawn to a method for using a medical device, classified in 
class 128, subclass 890. 

III. Claims 37-42, drawn to method of delivering a medical device, classified 
in class 424, subclass 523. 

IV. Claims 55-59, drawn to a method of employing a medical device, 
classified in class 601, subclass 154. 

V. Claims 61-66, drawn to a method of advancing a medical device, 
classified in class 128, subclass 898. 

VI. Claims 70-73, drawn to a method of attaching a medical device, classified 
in class 606, subclass 185. 

VII. Claims 74-79, drawn to a method of using a using a first and second 
medical devices, classified in class 606, subclass 1 . 

VIII. Claims 80-83, drawn to a method of procuring a tissue sample for biopsy, 
classified in class 600, subclass 572. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
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2. Inventions I and ll-VIII are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus 
as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and 
material different process such as dissecting tissue along blood vessel. 

3. Inventions II through VIII are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
designs, modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant 
case, the different inventions of each of the groups as recited above would have 
different modes of operation and effects. 

4. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

6. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
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recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

7. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: Species of figures 1-5; Species of figure 6; Species of figure 7; Species of 
figures 8-9; Species of figures 10-11; Species of figures 12A-12F; Species of figures 
13A-13F; Species of figures 14A-14B; Species of figures 15A-15B; Species of figures

Species of figure 20; Species of figures 21A-21F; Species of figures 22A-22D; Species 
of figure 23; Species of figures 24A-24C; Species of figure 25; Species of figures 26A- 
26B; Species of figures 27A-27B; Species of figure 28; Species of figures 29A-29B, 
Species of figure 30; Species of figure 31; Species of figures 32A-32B; Species of figure 
33; Species of figure 34; and Species of figure 35. The species are independent or 
distinct because the application contains claims directed to the patentably distinct 
species.
